CONDITIONS OF SALE - AGREEMENT BETWEEN PROFILES IN 
HISTORY AND BIDDER 


Read This Part First 


BY EITHER REGISTERING TO BID OR PLACING A BID, THE BIDDER 
ACCEPTS THESE CONDITIONS OF SALEAND ENTERS INTO A LEGALLY, 
BINDING, ENFORCEABLE AGREEMENT WITH PROFILES IN HISTORY. 


The following terms and conditions constitute the sole terms and conditions 
under which Profiles in History (“Profiles”) will offer for sale and sell the property 
described in the Catalog. These Conditions of Sale constitute a binding agreement 
between the Bidder and Profiles with respect to the auction. By bidding at auction, 
whether in person, through an agent or representative, by telephone, facsimile, on- 
line, absentee bid, or by any other form of bid or by any other means, the Bidder 
acknowledges the thorough reading and understanding of all of these Conditions of 
Sale, all descriptions of items in the Catalog, and all matters incorporated herein by 
reference, and agrees to be fully bound thereby. 


NO BID MAY BE PLACED IN ANY MANNER UNLESS THE BIDDER 
HAS FULLY REVIEWED AND AGREES TO ALL OF THE “CONDITIONS 
OF SALE” EITHER PRINTED IN THE CATALOG OR ON-LINE, AS WELL 
AS THE TERMS OF THE REGISTRATION FORM. BY PLACING ANY 
BID, THE BIDDER REPRESENTS AND WARRANTS TO PROFILES THAT 
HE OR SHE HAS FULLY REVIEWED AND AGREES TO BE BOUND 
BY ALL OF THESE “CONDITIONS OF SALE” AND THE TERMS OF 
THE REGISTRATION FORM. WITHOUT SUCH REPRESENTATION, 
WARRANTY AND AGREEMENT, PROFILES WOULD NOT PERMIT THE 
BIDDER TO BID. 


Bidder and Profiles agree that any agreements between the Bidder and Profiles 
including but not limited to these Conditions of Sale are entered into in Los 
Angeles County, California, which is where the agreements are to be performed 
and the auction to take place, no matter where Bidder is situated and no matter 
by what means or where Bidder was informed of the auction and regardless of 
whether catalogs, materials, or other communications were received by Bidder in 
another location. Both Profiles and the Bidder agree that any disputes under these 
Conditions of Sale, the subject matter hereof, the entering into, or any aspect of the 
auction, shall be exclusively governed by California law, and that any and all claims 
or actions shall be brought and maintained only in Los Angeles County, California 
in a State or Federal Court to the exclusion of any other venue, locale or jurisdic- 
tion. All parties submit to such jurisdiction. Both Bidder and Profiles agree that 
these provisions are intended to be binding on all parties and that they shall solely 
control choice-of-law, venue and jurisdiction in the event of any dispute specifically 
including third party claims and cross-actions brought by either Profiles or Bidder, 
and that absent such agreement, Profiles would not permit Bidder to bid hereunder. 
Any violation of the terms of this Paragraph shall entitle the affected party to reason- 
able attorney fees and litigation costs in addition to all other available remedies, all 
of which remain reserved. The parties agree that Profiles shall be entitled to present 
these Conditions of Sale to a court in any jurisdiction other than set forth in this 
paragraph as conclusive evidence of the parties’ agreement, and the parties further 
agree that the court shall immediately dismiss any action filed in such jurisdiction. 
Notwithstanding any other provision herein, the prevailing party in any claim, 
dispute or litigation between the parties shall be entitled to an award of reasonable 
attorney fees and costs of litigation. 


Unless otherwise set forth in the Catalog, all property will be offered by Profiles 
solely as agent for the seller or consignor of the property and not on its own 
behalf. 


Profiles is in compliance, to the fullest extent possible, with California procedures 
regarding the bonding of auctioneers. 


1. Final Bid Price, Purchase Price and Payment. The term, “Final Bid Price” 
means the amount of the highest bid acknowledged and acceptable to Profiles. The 
term, “Purchase Price” means the sum of (1) the Final Bid Price; (2) a premium 
payable by the successful Bidder (also referred to throughout these Conditions of 
Sale as “Buyer”) equal to eighteen percent (18%) of the Final Bid Price [discounted 
to fifteen per cent (15%) of the Final Bid Price if paid in full in cash or by valid 
check]; or twenty percent (20%) if bid on and won through eBay Live Auctions; 
(3) applicable taxes (including California and local sales tax and/or compensating 
use tax based upon the purchase price unless exempted by law and/or where Buyer 
presents an original, valid resale certificate with a copy for Profiles’ records from the 
California State Board of Equalization); (4) shipping, handling and insurance cover- 
age if requested by Buyer and agreed upon by Profiles. Profiles may accept current 
and valid VISA, MasterCard, Discover and American Express credit or debit cards 
for payment but under the express condition that any property purchased by credit 
or debit card shall not be refundable, returnable, or exchangeable, and that no credit 
to Buyer’s credit or debit card account will be issued under any circumstances. The 
last sentence constitutes Profiles’ “official policy” regarding returns, refunds, and 
exchanges where credit or debit cards are used. For payment other than by cash, 
delivery will not be made unless and until full payment has been actually received 
by Profiles, i.e., check has fully cleared or credit or debit card funds fully obtained. 
Profiles has been authorized by the seller or consignor to retain, as partial remu- 
neration, the premium set forth as number (2) in this paragraph. Unless otherwise 
agreed in a writing signed by Profiles, payment in full is due within seven calendar 
days of the auction or within five calendar days of the invoice date, whichever 
is later. PROFILES SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT, AND THE SUCCESSFUL 
BIDDER HEREBY UNCONDITIONALLY AND IRREVOCABLY PRE- 
AUTHORIZES PROFILES, TO CHARGE FROM AND COLLECT ALL 
AMOUNTS OWED FROM ALL CREDIT AND/OR DEBIT ACCOUNTS 
IDENTIFIED TO PROFILES BY THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER PRIOR TO 


BIDDING IN THE EVENT THAT THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER DOES NOT 
MAKE TIMELY PAYMENT UNDER THESE CONDITIONS OF SALE. IN 
SUCH EVENT, THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER AUTHORIZES PROFILES TO 
COLLECT ALL AMOUNTS OWED FROM ANY OF SAID ACCOUNTS. 
AND THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER SHALL NOT CONTEST ANY SUCH 
CREDIT OR DEBIT ACCOUNT CHARGE ON THE GROUND THAT 
PROFILES WAS NOT SO AUTHORIZED. 


2. Title. On the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, title to the offered lot will pass to 
the highest bidder acknowledged by the auctioneer but fully subject to Buyer’s com- 
pliance with all of the terms of the Conditions of Sale and the Registration Form. 


3. Rights Reserved. Profiles reserves the right to withdraw any lot before or at 
the time of the auction, and/or to postpone the auction of all or any lots or parts 
thereof, for any reason. Profiles shall not be liable to any Bidder in the event of such 
withdrawal or postponement under any circumstances. Profiles reserves the right to 
refuse to accept bids from anyone. 


4. Auctioneer’s Discretion. Profiles shall determine opening bids and bidding increments. The 
auctioneer has the right in its absolute discretion to reject any bid in the event of dispute between 
bidders or if the auctioneer has doubt as to the validity of any bid, to advance the bidding at its 
absolute discretion and to determine the successful bidder in the event ofa dispute between bidders, 
to continue the bidding or to reoffer and resell the lot in question. In the event of a dispute after 
the sale, Profiles’ record of final sale shall be conclusive. The auctioneer also may reject any bid and 
withdraw the lot from sale if the auctioneer decides either that any opening bid is below the reserve 
(see paragraph 5 below) of the lot or article or that an advance is insufficient. Unless otherwise 
announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, no lots may be divided for the purpose of sale. 


5. Reserves. Lots may be subject to a reserve which is the confidential minimum price below 
which the lot will not be sold. Although the auctioneer may open the bidding on any lot below 
the reserve by placing a bid on behalf of the seller, Profiles reserves the right to protect the reserve 
by bidding through the auctioneer and continuing to bid on behalf of the seller up to the reserve 
amount either through consecutive bids or by placing bids in response to other bidders. Consignors 
may not bid on their own lots or property. If the consignor is indebted to or has a monetary guar- 
antee from Profiles in certain circumstances, Profiles may have an interest in an offered lot and the 
roceeds therefrom apart from Profiles’ commissions, and Profiles may bid thereon to protect such 
interest. In such instance, Profiles is entitled to its standard commission rate when a lot is “bought- 
in” to protect its interest. 


6. Risk and Responsibility: Agency. The buyer shall, once deemed the highest bidder on the 
all of the auctioneer’s hammer, bear all risk and responsibility for the lot, and neither Profiles, its 
agents nor employees, shall thereafter be liable for any loss or damage to the property. The buyer will 
also be required to sign a confirmation of purchase at such time if requested by the auctioneer. All 
bidders are deemed to be acting as principals unless Profiles acknowledges in writing prior to the 
auction that the bidder is acting as agent for another party. In the absence of such written acknowl- 
edgment, the bidder guarantees payment of the Purchase Price of a successful bid. 


7. Possession and Removal; Charges. No portion of any lot may be removed from 
the premises or possession transferred to Buyer unless Buyer has fully complied 
with these Conditions of Sale and the terms of the Registration Form, and unless 
and until Profiles has received the Purchase Price funds in full. Notwithstanding 
the above, all property must be removed from the premises by Buyer at his or her 
sole expense not later than seven (7) calendar days from the invoice date. If all or 
any property has not been so removed within that time, in addition to any other 
remedies available to Profiles all of which are reserved, a handling charge of one 
percent (1%) of the Purchase Price per month will be assessed and payable to Profiles 
by Buyer, with a minimum of five percent (5%) assessed and payable to Profiles by 
Buyer for any property not removed within sixty (60) days. Profiles shall addition- 
ally have the option, in its sole discretion, of transferring any of such property to a 
public warehouse at the full risk and expense of Buyer. Profiles, in addition, reserves 
the right to impose a late charge of fifteen percent (15%) per year on the Purchase 
Price if Buyer does not make full payment in accordance herewith. Profiles and 
Buyer acknowledge and agree that these charges are reasonably imposed to partially 
compensate Profiles for losses and expenses associated with any such delays. 


8. Off-Site Bidding. Bidding by telephone, facsimile-transmission (fax-in), on-line, 
or absentee bidding (advance written bids submitted by mail) are offered solely 
as a convenience and permitted subject to advance arrangements, availability, and 
Profiles’ approval which shall be exercised at Profiles’ sole discretion. Neither Profiles 
nor its agents or employees shall be held liable for the failure to execute bids or for 
errors relating to any transmission or execution thereof. In order to be considered 
for off-site bidding in any manner, Bidders must comply with all of these Conditions 
of Sale and the terms contained on the Registration Form. 


9. Profiles’ Remedies. Failure of the Bidder/Buyer to comply with any of these 
Conditions of Sale or the terms of the Registration Form, is an event of default. 
In such event, Profiles may, in addition to any other available remedies specifically 
including the right to hold the defaulting Bidder/Buyer liable for the Purchase Price 
or to charge and collect from the defaulting Bidder/Buyer’s credit or debit accounts 
as provided for elsewhere herein: (a) cancel the sale, retaining any payment made by 
the Buyer as damages (the Bidder/Buyer understands and acknowledges that Profiles 
will be substantially damaged should such default occur, and that damages under 
sub-part (a) are necessary to compensate Profiles for such damages; (b) resell the 
property without reserve at public auction or privately; (c) charge the Bidder/Buyer 
interest on the Purchase Price at the rate of one and one-half per cent (1.5%) per 
month or the highest allowable interest rate; (d) take any other action that Profiles, 
in its sole discretion, deems necessary or appropriate to preserve and protect Profiles’ 
rights and remedies. Should Profiles resell the property, the original defaulting buyer shall 
be liable for the payment of any deficiency in the purchase price and all costs and expenses 
associated therewith , including but not limited to warehousing, sales-related expenses, rea- 
sonable attorney fees and court costs, commissions, incidental damages and any other charges 
due hereunder which were not collected or collectable. INTHE EVENT THAT SUCH 
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BUYER IS THE SUCCESSFUL BIDDER ON MORE THAN ONE LOT AND PAYS 
LESS THAN THE PURCHASE PRICE FOR THE TOTAL LOTS PURCHASED. 
PROFILES SHALL APPLY THE PAYMENT RECEIVED TO SUCH LOT OR LOTS 
THAT PROFILES, IN ITS SOLE DISCRETION, DEEMS APPROPRIATE. IF PRO- 
FILES DOES NOT EXERCISE SUCH DISCRETION, THE LOTS TO WHICH THE 
PAYMENT SHALL BE APPLIED WILL BE IN DESCENDING ORDER FROM THE 
HIGHEST PURCHASE PRICE TO THE LOWEST. Any buyer failing to comply with 
these Conditions of Sale shall be deemed to have granted Profiles a security interest in, 
and Profiles may retain as collateral such security for such buyer’s obligations to Profiles, 
any property in Profiles’ possession owned by such buyer. Profiles shall have the benefit of 
all rights of a secured party under the Uniform Commercial Code (U.C.C.) as adopted 
by the state of California. 


10. Warranties. PROFILES DOES NOT PROVIDE ANY WARRANTIES TO 
BIDDERS OR BUYERS, WHETHER EXPRESS OR IMPLIED, BEYOND 
THOSE EXPRESSLY PROVIDED FOR IN THESE CONDITIONS OF 
SALE. ALL PROPERTY AND LOTS ARE SOLD “AS IS” AND “WHERE 
IS”. BY WAY OF ILLUSTRATION RATHER THAN LIMITATION, 
NEITHER PROFILES NOR THE CONSIGNOR MAKES ANY REPRE- 
SENTATION OR WARRANTY, EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, AS TO MER- 
CHANTABILITY OR FITNESS FOR INTENDED USE, CONDITION OF 
THE PROPERTY (INCLUDING ANY CONDITION REPORT), COR- 
RECTNESS OF DESCRIPTION, ORIGIN, MEASUREMENT, QUALITY, 
RARITY, IMPORTANCE, EXHIBITION, RELEVANCE, ATTRIBUTION, 
SOURCE, PROVENANCE, DATE, AUTHORSHIP, CONDITION, CUL- 
TURE, GENUINENESS, VALUE, OR PERIOD OF THE PROPERTY. 
ADDITIONALLY, NEITHER PROFILES NOR THE CONSIGNER MAKES 
ANY REPRESENTATION OR WARRANTY, EXPRESS OR IMPLIED, 
AS TO WHETHER THE BUYER ACQUIRES RIGHTS IN COPYRIGHT 
OR OTHER INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY (INCLUDING EXHIBITION 
OR REPRODUCTION RIGHTS) OR WHETHER THE PROPERTY IS 
SUBJECT TO ANY LIMITATIONS SUCH AS ‘DROIT MORALE’ (MORAL 
RIGHTS) OR OTHER RIGHTS AFFECTING WORKS OF ART. PRO- 
FILES DOES NOT MAKE ANY REPRESENTATION OR WARRANTY 
AS TO TITLE. 


All descriptions, photographs, illustrations, and terminology including but not 
limited to words describing condition (including any condition reports requested 
by Bidder), authorship, period, culture, source, origin, measurement, quality, rarity, 
provenance, importance, exhibition, and relevance, used in the catalog, bill of sale, 
invoice, or anywhere else, represent a good faith effort made by Profiles to fairly 
represent the lots and property offered for sale as to origin, date, condition, and 
other information contained therein; they are statements of opinion only. They 
are not representations or warranties and Bidder agrees and acknowledges that he 
or she shall not rely on them in determining whether or not to bid or for what 
price. Price estimates (which are determined well in advance of the auction 


consignor’s warranty of title and any other representations and warranties made by 
the consignor for the Buyer’s benefit. In the event that Buyer proves in writing 
to Profiles’ satisfaction that there was a breach of the consignor’s warranty of title 
concerning a lot purchased by Buyer, Profiles shall make demand upon the con- 
signor to pay to Buyer the Purchase Price (including any premiums, taxes, or other 
amounts paid or due to Profiles). Should the consignor not pay the Purchase 
Price to Buyer within thirty days after such demand, Profiles shall disclose the 
identity of the consignor to Buyer and assign to Buyer all of Profiles’ rights against 
the consignor with respect to such lot or property. Upon such disclosure and 
assignment, all responsibility and liability, if any, of Profiles with respect to said lot 
or property shall automatically terminate. Profiles shall be entitled to retain the 
premiums and other amounts paid to Profiles - this remedy is as to the consignor 
only. The rights and remedies provided herein are for the original Buyer only 
and they may not be assigned or relied upon by any transferee or assignee under 
any circumstances. Lots containing ten or more items are not returnable under 
any circumstances. 


The exercise of rights under this Section 13 must be made, if at all, within thirty 
(30) days of the date of sale. 


14. Profiles’ Additional Services. For Buyers who do not remove purchased 
property from Profiles’ premises, Profiles, in its sole discretion and solely as a ser- 
vice and accommodation to Buyers, may arrange to have purchased lots packed, 
insured and forwarded at the sole request, expense, and risk of Buyer. Profiles 
assumes no and disclaims all responsibility and liability for acts or omissions in 
such packing or shipping by Profiles or other packers and carriers, whether or 
not recommended by Profiles. Profiles assumes no and disclaims all responsibility 
and liability for damage to frames, glass or other breakable items. Where Profiles 
arranges and bills for such services via invoice or credit card, Profiles will include 
an administration charge. 


15. Headings. Headings are for convenience only and shall not be used to inter- 
pret the substantive sections to which they refer. 


16. Entire Agreement. These Conditions of Sale constitute the entire agreement 
between the parties together with the terms and conditions contained in the 
Registration Form. They may not be amended, modified or superseded except 
in a signed writing executed by all parties. No oral or written statement _by 
anyone employed by Profiles or acting as agent or representative of Profiles may 
amend, modify, waive or supersede the terms herein unless such amendment. 
waiver or modification is contained in a writing signed by all parties. If any part 
of these Conditions of Sale are for any reason deemed invalid or enforceable, the 
remaining portions shall remain fully enforceable without regard to the invalid or 
unenforceable provisions.

In the event that Profiles is prevented for any reason 
from delivering any property to Buyer or Buyer is otherwise dissatisfied with the 
performance of Profiles, the liability, if any, of Profiles, shall be limited to, and shall 
not exceed, the amount actually paid for the property by Buyer. In no event shall 
Profiles be liable for incidental, special, indirect, exemplary or consequential dam- 
ages of any kind, including but not limited to loss of profits, value of investment 
or opportunity cost. 


12. Unauthorized Statements. UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES IS ANY 
EMPLOYEE, AGENT OR REPRESENTATIVE OF PROFILES AUTHO- 
RIZED BY PROFILES TO MODIFY, AMEND, WAIVE OR CONTRADICT 
ANY OF THESE TERMS AND CONDITIONS, ANY TERM OR CON- 
DITION SET FORTH ON THE REGISTRATION FORM, ANY WAR- 
RANTY OR LIMITATION OR EXCLUSION OF WARRANTY, ANY 
TERM OR CONDITION IN EITHER THE REGISTRATION FORM 
OR THESE TERMS AND CONDITIONS REGARDING PAYMENT 
REQUIREMENTS, INCLUDING BUT NOT LIMITED TO DUE DATE, 
MANNER OF PAYMENT, AND WHAT CONSTITUTES PAYMENT IN 
FULL, OR ANY OTHER TERM OR CONDITION CONTAINED IN 
ANY DOCUMENTS ISSUED BY PROFILES EXCEPT UNLESS SUCH 
MODIFICATION, AMENDMENT, WAIVER OR CONTRADICTION IS

of Buyer in conformity with Sections 10 (“Warranties”) and 11 (“Limitation of 
Damages’) herein, and is expressly in lieu of any other rights or remedies which 
might be available to Buyer by law. The Buyer hereby accepts the benefit of the

Before you bid, you must read the Conditions of Sale, immediately preceding 
these pages. They represent a contract between Profiles and you, and they contain 
important terms and conditions such as jurisdiction, payment terms, warranties 
and remedies. The Conditions of Sale are controlling over these general guide- 
lines in the event of any conflicts between their respective terms. 


EsTIMATE PRICES 

In addition to descriptive information, each entry in the catalog includes a price 
range which reflects opinion as to the price expected at auction. These are based 
upon various factors including prices recently paid _at_auction for comparable 
property, condition, rarity, quality, history, provenance. Estimates are prepared well 
in advance of the sale and subject to revision. Estimates do not include the buyer’s 
premium or sales tax (see under separate heading). See Paragraph 10 of the 
Conditions of Sale for important restrictions as to reliance on estimated prices. 


RESERVES 

The reserve is the minimum price the seller is willing to accept and below which 
a lot will not be sold. This amount is confidential and will not exceed the low 
pre-sale estimate. 


OWNED OR GUARANTEED PROPERTY 
Profiles in History generally offers property consigned by others for sale at public 
auction; occasionally, lots are offered that are the property of Profiles in History. 


BUYER’S PREMIUM AND SALES TAX 

The actual purchase price will be the sum of the final bid price plus the buyer's 
premium of 18% of the hammer price (discounted to 15% when full payment 
is made in cash or by valid check); or twenty percent (20%) if bid on and won 
through eBay Live Auctions. California sales tax shall automatically be added to 
the purchase price unless exempted. 


BEFORE THE AUCTION 

You may attend pre-sale viewing for all of our auctions at no charge. All prop- 
erty to be auctioned is usually on view for several days prior to the sale. You are 
encouraged to examine lots thoroughly. You may also request condition reports

Hungarian parents and was influenced by Edward Steichen and by 
the German Bauhaus school of visual design. Bachrach was first 
hired by the Famous Players-Lasky Studios from 1923 to 1927 and 
then was brought by Gloria Swanson to RKO to become Gallery 
Portrait Photographer and to head the photographic department 
from its inception in 1929 to his retirement in 1956. 


Bachrach exerted complete artistic control from the inception of 
each portrait sitting to the finished print, and custom printed most 
of the gallery photographs that bear his credit. He was responsible 
for training Robert Coburn, Sr., Alex Kahle and Gaston Longet 
under his tutelage. Avoiding overt use of props in his compositions, 


Bachrach refined his lighting, darkroom and retouching to focus his 


art on the highlighting and subtle contours of a subject’s face, and 
revealed a sensibility unmatched for sophistication and technical 
refinement. 


While Bachrach considered Dolores Del Rio the most ideal 
among his subjects, and Gloria Swanson his greatest patron, his 
favorite remained Katharine Hepburn, with whom he collaborated 
from 1932 until 1939. The sequence of ten portraits offered here 
represents a stylistic summary of the work for which he is most 
meaningfully associated and which must be considered among the 
masterworks of portraiture produced by a photographer and subject 
during the past century.

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HoLLYwoop FINE ART PHOTOGRAPHY 


This auction presents an offering of Hollywood photographs guided 
by a standard of fine art photography. The oversize and double-weight 
prints represent the highest artistic standard of print-making by the 
studios and are among the finest examples of each image to have sur- 
vived in museum exhibition condition. These celebrated images were 
produced by the most notable photographers working in Hollywood, 
and most have been unseen since they were printed. 


Most of the oversize prints in this offering were stored in the studios 
master print files and were never intended for circulation, and are 
untouched by time. The oversize photographs were printed by hand 
under close supervision by the portrait photographers and in small 
quantities of 4-5 or fewer and must be distinguished from the 8 x 

10 in. single-weight photographs printed by machine by an hourly 
employee and sent out by the publicity department to exhibitors with- 
out quality control. Some oversize print formats were produced only 
for the most exclusive stars and were printed in limited quantities of 
one or two, and derive from negatives that were not printed in other 
formats. 


The portrait galleries acted as independent artistic cells within the 

general publicity departments, and though each portrait photographer 
was expected to produce 400-500 finished negatives from a single sit- 
ting, rarely were more than 25 negatives submitted for retouching and 


printing. Intended as mass produced commercial art for use by 


exhibitors, the 8 x 10 in. print rarely survives in display condition as it 
was “used” and handled commercially. 


The majority of the oversize prints in this auction are derived from 

a single source that survived the carnage of the collapse of the studio 
system. Since these master print files were obtained with numerous 
portrait sequences nearly intact and complete, this source represents 
the largest and most comprehensive trove of high-end photography 
produced by the studios during their golden age of the 1920s to 1940s. 


It must be noted that the grading system employed here represents a 
standard of fine art photography for exhibition and display and has 
never been applied to Hollywood photography before. Oversize pho- 
tographs were hand-printed for use by print media, for exhibition in 
studio galleries and for private use, and as finished prints, represent an 
artistic standard which satisfies every criteria of fine art photography. 


Condition flaws noted here are considered under standards of fine art 
gallery specifications and are strictly applied so that all issues which 
affect display are evaluated. For most collectors, a grade of Very Good 
represents a high standard of preservation and is equal to a very high 
grade found in the normal Hollywood collecting community. A print 
in Excellent condition is very nearly to entirely without visible flaws, 
and represents an ideal state of preservation of museum quality. 
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GRADING CHART. 


Excellent: Gallery or museum condition, with 
no more than trivial flaws to the border or verso. 
Corners are firm, and edges have only the slight- 
est wear. 


Very Fine: One or two minor defects; which 
may include a light crease or flaw within the 
borders, not extending into image, and only the 
slightest handling wear. Image area is free of ton- 
ing or yellowing, with trivial flaws visible only in 
raking light. 


Fine: Minor flaws. Corners may show slight 
wear, with one or two light creases within the 
borders, and slight surface flaws to emulsion. 


Very good: May include one or two of the 
following minor flaws: slightly rounded corners, 
printing defects, light scuffing, rippling to edges, 
minor surface impressions, slightly bumped cor- 
ners or edges with light chipping, and a closed tear 
% in. or less to the border only. Slight oxidation 
to prints more than 70 years old, most commonly 
found as slight haloing to the edge in matte prints 
and light silvering to glossy prints, and light toning 
or yellowing to the extremities. 


Good: Visibly used or with small areas of wear; 
which may include surface impressions, creases, 
toning, visible writing impressions, soiling, spot- 
ting, staining, tape repairs, tears, and missing corner 
tips. 


Fair: Visibly damaged with extensive wear; which 
may include a portion of the following: emulsion 
loss, paper loss, brittleness, heavy chipping, crack- 
ing, creasing, staining, tearing, or toning, and open 
and multiple pinholes. 


GLOossARY OF GRADING TERMS 


Bend — An area of the print that has been lightly 
handled without fissuring the emulsion or paper 
base — preliminary to a crease. 


Crease - An area of the print that has been bent, 
folded or pressed and that has resulted in a per- 
manent fold line or fissuring that extends from 
the paper base through the emulsion. Can lead to 
chipping and tearing and is sometimes remedied 
by archival tape to the verso. 


Bump - A pursed edge or corner caused by an 
object bumping onto the print, and which can 
cause creasing, chipping and tearing. 


Dust Shadow — An area that has been exposed to 
dust particles and that was not archivally protected 
and appears shaded or lightly darkened. 


Emulsion Rings — A printing defect visible in 
raking light which appears as light stress lines or a 
concentric halo from the center outwards. 


Handling - Light surface creases caused by minor 
handling. 


Impressions — Pin-size dents or creviced impres- 
sions in the emulsion, or fine trace-lines, usually 
seen only in raking light. 


Oxidation - Slight oxidation exists in prints more 
than 70 years old, most commonly found as slight 
haloing to the edge in matte prints and light sil- 
vering in glossy prints. 


Paper Loss - A portion of the paper that has 
been detached and then removed, and usually 
restricted to the corner tips. 


Pitting — Caused by the presence of fiber particles 
in emulsion during printing. Most commonly 
found in single-weight prints of enlargements 
in formats of 10 x 13 in. or larger. Appears as 
creviced impressions or pin-size craters in the 
emulsion.

Rippling - Small waves in the paper caused by 
light water damage to the verso, or humidity, and 
more commonly restricted to the border edges. 


Scuffing/Scratching — Caused by a something 
which has brushed over the surface of the emul- 
sion, usually by another print, causing tracking 
marks or a fine streaking pattern. Scuffing is 
usually seen only in raking light, as opposed to 
scratching, which is more penetrating to the emul- 
sion, causing fine grooves which can be felt by the 
finger-tips. 


Separation — Commonly the result of a crease 
which has suffered a break, or become chipped, in 
a clean tear to the emulsion where the paper base 
is unaffected. Usually a clean separation caused by 
excessive handling (folding and unfolding). 


Smear/Smudge - A streak caused by dust, grease 
from fingerprints, or colors in the artwork being 
rubbed together. 


Soiling/Staining - A blemish caused from 
chemical residue, dirt, dust, glue, or water, and 
which cannot be wiped clean. 


Stress Lines — This defect is preliminary to creas- 
ing, and appears as thin lines that have not yet 
separated the emulsion. 


Tear — A clean cut or rip from the emulsion 
through the paper base, causing an even break 
clean though. 


Toning - Color shift caused by lack of fixing in 
chemical bath during printing. Usually seen in 
black and white prints which display brown, grey 
or yellow instead of black. Sometimes restricted 
to a small controlled area, and which appears as a 
bleed. A light shift from black and white to mid- 


tone grey is not uncommon.

Norma Shearer was the most important subject and patron of George Hurrell, and was 

chiefly responsible for establishing his career when she commissioned portraits in October, 
1929, and presented the finished prints to her husband, Irving Thalberg, in order to secure 
her a coveted role in The Divorcee, for which she won an Academy Award for Best Actress. 


For George Hurrell, the opportunity became a confirmation of his natural gifts as a por- 
trait photographer and which initiated the most important period of artistic expression in 
Hollywood photography for which he became its primary innovator. These finished prints 
which he produced by hand in his studio gallery at M-G-M from January, 1930 until July, 
1932, and then at this private studio at 8706 Sunset Blvd until 1938 , represent the stylistic 
cannons which were imitated but never surpassed by other photographers working in por- 
traiture, and can be taken as the finest surviving examples. 


The gallery prints in this section are an exclusive collection of primary artwork for which 
Shearer was permanently associated and which represent a summary of artistic peaks for the 
M-G-M photographers who collaborated with her.

LINCOLN-DOUGLAS DEBATES. 


Abraham Lincoln Early Albumen Photograph Signed, oval portrait measuring approx. 255 x 204mm. (pho- 
tograph dimensions approx 183 x 134mm.), most probably taken in Peoria, Illinois by Roderick M. Cole in 1858. 
Affixed to the original photographer’s matte with thin pencil rule encircling the photograph. The image depicts 
the beardless future President from the waist up, in vest with part of a curtain and tassel visible to his right. Signed 
in ink, with sentiment, in the lower margin, “Yours truly A. Lincoln.” 


The photograph exhibits very minor toning from an old frame, two small ink stains at extreme edge at lower right 
and very light water stain at lower left just catching the first two letters of “Your” in inscription; otherwise, in excel- 
lent condition. 


A truly exceptional early Lincoln portrait, one of the best known of the beardless portraits and one which Lincoln 
himself seems to have favored, perhaps for the suggestion of firm determination in the lips which appear tightly 
compressed. There is uncertainty as to the identity of the photographer, and several cities in Illinois, Ohio and 
Missouri were proposed as the site of the sitting, but the image is most convincingly ascribed to Roderick M. 
Cole, a daguerreotypist and photographer who operated a studio in Peoria from about 1857 with his brother, 
Henry. Peoria, where Lincoln had delivered one of his key early addresses in 1854, was visited by Lincoln at least 
twice in 1858 during his famous campaign for the Senate seat against Stephen A. Douglas. If Cole was indeed the 
photographer, the image was probably created on one of those occasions. The most convincing evidence for the 
Roderick Cole claim is a letter cited by most authorities from Cole dated July 3, 1905, to Judge McCullough, in 
which Cole maintains that the photo “is a copy of a dagueratype [sp.] that I made in my gallery in this city [Peoria] to

tion applies to clay animation, the difference being that the models 

are three-dimensional. The characters are placed together with props 
onto a set and a film camera and lights are braced above. Each figure 
is moved less than % inch at a time and photographed at each interval. 
It takes 24 photographic frames to produce just one second of film 
and, projected at high speed, they magically come to life! 


Gumby models were hand-sculpted from a non-hardening oil-based 
clay called Plasticena. A strong resin was added, along with a sturdy 
armature, making the figures durable to withstand the rigors of film- 
ing. However, only a handful survived after the productions, for 
they were melted down and reused again and again. The sets were 
meticulously crafted with various mediums, such as wood, styrofoam, 
plaster, foam core, etc. Each set became a detailed miniature world 
for Gumby and his friends to live out their wildest adventures. The 
Gumby sets contain much more detail than usual for filming purposes 
because they were reused for many episodes and virtually every cam- 
era angle was covered at one point or another.

DeMille’s greatest film, and his last, has joined 
the pantheon of epic films revered from 
generation to generation. It has become an 
annual staple of the Easter season, and the 
few items that have become available from it 
are dearly treasured — but none more so than 
the actual tablets of the Ten Commandments, 
“written with the finger of God”. There are 
few props in the history of film that are so 
easily recognizable, and so coveted by sea- 
soned collectors of original Hollywood film 
relics. 


DeMille’s recognized the enormous burden 
of responsibility he faced in bringing this 
story to the silver screen, and consulted a 
number of scholars in various disciplines of 
antiquity to ensure complete authenticity. 
Respected Egyptologist Henry Noerdlinger 


was brought in, as well as a host of experts 
from the Oriental Institute at the University 
of Chicago. The challenge was daunting. 

Dr. Ralph Marcus, another Chicago scholar, 
wrote a version of the Commandments in an 


early Canaanite script, practiced in the late 
Bronze Age (c. 13th century B.C.), Moses’ 
era. The script is a precursor of what was to 
become the square Hebrew alphabet, with 
which the Hebrew Old Testament is writ- 
ten today. Of additional concern was the 
order and number of Commandments on 
each tablet. Early Hebrew writings sug- 
gest that the tablets were inscribed with 
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four Commandments on one and six 
Commandments on the other, the four deal- 
ing with Man’s relationship with God, and 
the six on Man’s relationship with other men. 
This order was also incorporated into the film 
Tablets. 


Once the design was researched, the actual 
prop Tablets were created by Paramount 
Studios scenic artist A.J. Ciraolo using thick, 
richly hewn fiberglass with hand-applied 
paint speckling to resemble the red granite of 
Mount Sinai — one of DeMille’s key require- 
ments. As they were to be carved with God’s 
“fire bolts”, Ciraolo made them to be slightly 
irregular with molded chips, craters and dings. 
The finished tablets measure 23-1/2 in. x 12 
in. x 1 1/4 in., which approximates a “six 
handbreadths” dimension as noted in ancient 
Midrashic descriptions of the tablets. 


As with most important props, more than 
one set of Tablets were made and used in 
the production. To our knowledge, only 
five pair — including this set — are known to 
exist. Mr. DeMille wrote with great pride 
in his autobiography that he had one set of 
tablets cut from original Mount Sinai granite, 
used for some of the more famous public- 
ity stills showing Heston holding them in 
his arms (albeit supported at the lower edge 
due to their weight); they are quite easy to 
spot as to their texture, grain and lack of 
side seams, and were not used in the film. 
The four sets of lighter-weight fiberglass 
Tablets were used for the Mount Sinai scene 
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and the Den of Iniquity scene when Moses 
confronts the Golden Calf-worshipping 
Israelites. One pair of these prop Tablets 

was sold at Christie’s New York in June of 
1995 for $81,700. Another pair, which were 
discovered in a garage and were extremely 
weathered from exposure to the elements for 
over 43 years, were sold at our 1999 sale of 
Hollywood Memorabilia for $63,250. The 
third pair were sold by Profiles in History in 
2004 for $74,750. Offered here is the fourth 
— and arguably the finest — set of original 
Ten Commandments Tablets known to exist. 
With impeccable provenance, these were 
given by Paramount Studios to the The Sands 
Hotel in Atlantic City, New Jersey where 
they were on display. These Tablets retain the 
beautiful red and black-speckled patina of the 
Sinai-inspired granite, with translucent white 
engraved letters and nearly pristine edges.
